AIR AND WEATHER. 


"Tue air and weather experienced in 
Kinderhook is much the fame as that of oth- 
er places in the northern States of America, 
which are at the fame diftance fom the fea, 
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having a fimilar*quantity of cleared lands, 
&c, The winters are uncommonly cold, 
and the heat of the {ummer is almoft infup- 
portable. In winter when the wind blows 
+ trom the.n,w. the cold is very intenfe and has 
a mare piercing keennefs than when it blows 
from any other quarter, on account of the 
extenfive furface of frozen lakes which it 
pailes over. 


The air when inhaled excites 


= “e ‘ 
violent coughing; and if the hand, during a 


keen froft, is applied to iron, or any other 
metallic fubfances, they will blifler it, as if 
red hots’ The moifture of air arifing from 
refpiration is immediately ccnverted into 
fnow. A degree of cold is experienced 
which one fearcely expeéts in fuch a latitude. 
The good fate of health which the people 
of Kinderhook enjoy, with the many inflan- 
ces of individuals arriying to a great age, 
evinces that the air is very pure and. falubri- 
ous. [t has never been {nbje& to any gen- 
eral fatal ficknefs, and compared to the pop- 
ulation of other towns there are fewer deaths 
than in any other fettlement in the State. 
‘Many die from mere old age, free from the 
teflion of difeafe. 
Tfaac Volburgh of this place, was 105 
yearsof age, when he died—Eliza Voflburgh 
‘Was. 93—another woman of the fame name 
was 95, and three brothers each above go— 
Mrs. B : is 84, and quite healthy—a flave

N anfwer to the obfervations in the laf 
number it may pei haps be faid that the 
leffage meant nothing more than to con- 
demn the recent muétiplication of Federal 
Courts, and to bring them back to their ori- 
ginal organization : confidering .it as ade- 
quate to all the purpofes of the Conftitution ;

The former confifted of one Supreme Court 
with fix judges, who, twice a year made the 
tour of the United States, diftributed into 
three circuits, for the trial of caufes arifing in 
the refpeétive diftriéts of each circuit ; and of 
fifteen Dillriét Courts, each having a fingle 
judge. The prefent confilts of one Supreme 
Court with the hke number of judges, to be 
reduced on the firft vacancy happening, to 
five ; of fix Circuit Courts, having three 
diftin& judges each, excepting gone circuit 
which has only a fingle Circuit, yadge > and 
of twenty two Dittriét Coup with a judge 
for each as belore : In both plans the Su- 
preme Court is to hold twoterms at the feat 
of government, and tue Circuit Courts to be 
holden twice a year in. each difiriét. The 
material difference in the two plans, as it re- 
{peéts the organs by which they are executed 
is reducible to the creation of twenty three 
additional judges : fixteen for the fix Circuit 
Courts, feven for the fuperadded Diftriét 
Courts, and the addition of the neceflary 
clerks, marfhals, and fubordinate officers of 
feven Courts. This fhews ata fingle view

Surcly three ftates form- 
ing an area of territory equal to that poifef- 
fed by fome of the firft powers of Europe, 
muft afford a quantity of bufinefs fully fufh- 
cient to employ three Judges on a Circuit, 
twice a year, and certainly not le/s than this 
will fufice for the difpatch of | 
whether the number of caufes be {mall or 
great. The inconfiderable addition -made to 
the number of the Diftriét Courts wal! hardly 
excite criticifm, and does not, theretore, 
claim a particular difeuffion, nor will their 
neceflity be generally queftioned. They are 
almoft continually occupied with revenue, 
and admiralty caufes; befides the great em- 
ployment collaterally given to the Judges, in 
the execution of the Bankrupt Aét, which 
probably mult encreate inilead of being di- 
minifhed. 

Perhaps it may be contended, that the Cir- 
cuit Courts ought to be aboltithed altogether, 
and the bufinels for which they are defigned, 
lett to the State Courts, with a mght of appeal

Indeed, it is probable that this was the true de- 
fien of the intimation inthe Meflage. A di/- 
poftion to magnify theimportan ce of the par- 
tecular States, in derogation from that of the 
United States, is a feature in that communica- 
tion, not to be miftaken. But to 
fcheme there are infuperable obje€tions. The 
right of appeal is by no means equal to the 
right of applying, in the firft inflance, to a 
Tribunal agreeable to the fuitor. The defd- 
eratum isto have impartial juflice,at a mo- 
derate expence, adminiitered ‘* promptly and 
without delay ;” not to be obliged to feek it 
through the long and tedious and expenfive 
proceis of anappeal. It istrue, that in caufes 
of fufhcient magnitude, an appeal ought to be 
open ; which includes the pofftbility of going 
through that procefs : but when the Courts 
of origigal jurifdiétion are fo conttituted as not 
only to deferve but to infpire confidence, ap- 
peals, from the inevitable inconvenience at- 
tached to them, are exceptions to the general 
rule of redrefs ; aherethe contrary is the fit- 
uation, they become the yeneral rule itfelt. 
Appeals ten become muttiplied to a perni- 
cious extent; while the difficulties to which 
they are liable, operate in numerous inftances 
as a preventative of jultice, becaufe they fail 
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with moft weight on the leaft wealthy futtor. 
It is to be remembered, that the cafes in which 
the Federal Courts would be preferred, are 
thofe, where there would exift fome diltrutt 
of the State Courts; and this diftruft would 
bea fruitful fource of appeals. To fay that 
there could be no good caufe for this diftruft, 
and that the danger of it is imaginary, is to be 
wifer than experience, and wifer than the con- 
fiitution. The firft officer of the Govern- 
ment, when {peaking in his official capacity, 
has no rightto attempt to bethus wile. His 
duty exatts of him that he fhould refpeéttully 
acquiefce in the {pirit and ideas of that inflru- 
ment under which he is appointed. 

The detail would be invidious, perhaps tnju- 
rious ; elfe it would be eafy to fhew, that how- 
ever great the confidence to which the tribu- 
srals in fome of the States are entitled, there 1s 
iuft caufe for fufpicion as to thofe of others ; 
and that in refpeGi toa ftill greater number, it 
would be inexpedient to delegate to them the 
care of interefis which are ipecially and pro- 
perly confided to the Government cf the U.. 
nited States.

The right of Congrefs to difcontinue 
judges, once appointed, by the abrogation ot 
the Courts for which they were appointed, 
efpeciaily as it relates to ‘their emoluments, 
offers matter for a very nice difcuffion, but 
which fhall now be but fuperficially touched. 

Onothe one head it is not eafy to maintain 
that Congre!s cannot abolifh Courts, which 
having been once inttituted, are found in prac- 
tice to be inconvenient and unneceflary : On 
theother, if it may be done, fo as to include 
the annthilatien of exilting Judges, it is evi- 
dent that the meafure may be uled to defeat 
that claufe of the Conftitution which renders 
the duration and the emoluments of the judi- 
cial ofhce coextenfive with the good behavior 
of the officer ; an objeét effential to the inde- 
pendence of the Judges, the fecurity of the 
citizen and the prefervation of the govern- 
ment, + 
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As a medium which may reconcile oppofite 


ideas and obviate oppolite intconveniences, it 


would perhaps, be the beft and fateft praétical 


| conftru€tion to fay,that though Congrefs may 


abolith the Courts, yet fhall the a€tual Judges 


retain their chara¢ter and their emoluments, 


with the authorities of office, fo far as they 
can be exercifed elfewhere than in the courts. 
For this conftru€tion a precedent exiils in the 
laft arrangement of the Judiciary. Though 
the number of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court is reduced from fix to five, yet the 
aétual reduétion 1s wifely deterred to the 
happening of a vacancy. The expence of 
continuing the {Maries of the exifting incum- 
bents, cannot prudently, be put in competition 
with the advantage of guarding from invafion, 
one of the moft precious provifions in the 
Conflitution. Nor ought it ‘to be without its 
weight, that this modification will beft com- 
port with good faith on the part of Govern- 
ment, towards thofe who had been invited to 
accept offices, not to be held by an uncertain 


tenure, but during good behaviour. 


Weighing maturely all the very important 
and very delicate confiderations, which apper- 
tain to the fubje&t, would a wile or prudent 
ftatefman hazard the confequences of imme- 
diately unmaking at one fefllon, Courts and 
Judges which had only been called into 
being at the one preceding ? Delectable in- 
deed muft be the work of diforganization to a 
mind which can thus 'rafhly advance in its 
profecution ! Infatuated muft that people be, 
who do not open their eyes to projeéts fo in- 
temperate—lo mifchievous!

HE ufual progrefs of nations has been 
from the favage ftate to civilization,— 

froin civilization to luxury, and trom luxur 
to ruin. The intermediate ftage, that lies 
between the brutal ignorance of the favage 
and the effeminating refinements, of luxury, is 
the golden age ;—it is the period moft favor- 
able to virtue and happineis. Zen it is, that 
ufeful labor is honored; while the body and 
the mind are firengthened and good morals 
cherifhed by the habits of induftry. 

After the Romans, once fo famous for 
their manly virtues, had become utterly en- 
ervated and deliauche’ by the imported Jux- 
uries of conquered Afia, tLey themfelves be- 
came anealy conquelt. Innumerable hordes 
of warlike, terocious fhepherds broke in and 
overwhelmed that vaft empire, burying the- 
people, with their proud edifices, together 
with the arts and {ciences, in one general] ru- 
in.—A long night of horrid darknefs enfued. 
—At length, after the deadly flumber of a 
thoufand years, Europe awoke and was feiz- 
ed with the fpirit of enterprize and with an 
ambition for improvements. The diffu- 
fion of knowledge, fince the wonderful in- 
vention of the art of printing,—the opening 
of foreign fources of commerce by enterpri- 
fing navigators, and efpecially the difcovery 








| of the rich and inexhauftible mines of South 


America, whereby enterprifing men were 


furnifhbed with capitals for carrying on ufeful 
| bufinefs, gave generally an effe€tual {pur to 


induftry. Hutbandry, together with the ufle- 
ful mechanical arts, began to flourifh; and 
the wildernefs was turned into fruitful fields 
and beautiful gardens. Efpecially, during 
the laft centutry, vaft improvements over 
Europe, have been made in hufbandry and in 
the various ufeful arts of life. 

The real wealth of a nation confifts not in 
cafh, which may * make to itfelf wings and 
fly away,” but in its quantity of agricultural 
and ufeful mechanical Jabour. 

Spain and England contrafted, will give a 
ftriking illuftration of this fentiment, The 
Spaniards, after they came into poffeffion of 
the mines of America, became too haughty 
to till the ground and follow mechanical 
trades, or even to attend to commerce. 

The confequence has been, that Spain is 
poor, though millions of dollars are yearly” 
flowing to her from her mines ; becaufe that, 
while fhe purchafes trom abroad, her food, 
apparel and domeftic utenfils and furniture, 
her dutgoes exceed her incomes. 

England, on the other hand, has had no 
mines ;—her original territory is even lef% 
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extenfive than the largeft of our American 
lakes ;—her climate is wet and foggy, and fo 
cold in furnmer, that it will not even —" 
a#cucumber, without the hel of gla es. 

But England, under thefe difadvantages, 
by the dint of indultry and fkill in tilling the 
ground and in various branches of manufac- 
tures ; in the mean time, founding upon this 
broad bafis a molt extenfive commerce, has 
rifen to an aftonifhing pitch of wealth and 
power. : 

While the lazy Spaniard owns the mines, 
the induftrious Englifhman has the money.

“TAM ftrongly impreffed with the mag- 
nitude of this fubje€t ; perhaps the whims ot 
a fick man’s* fancy have too much pofleffed 
me, to view it correétly ; but, Sir, I apprehend 
the repeal of this lev will involve in it the 
total deftruétion of our Conftitution. It is 
{upported by three independent pillars ; the 
legiflative, executive and judiciary ; and if 
any rude hand fhould pluck either of them a- 
way, the beautiful fabric muft tumble into 
ruin. . 

‘¢ The judiciary is the center pillar, anda 
fupport to each by checking both ; on the 
one fide is the fword, and on the other the 
wealth of the nation ; and it has no inherent 
capacity to defend itelf. Thefe very cir- 
cumflances united, may provoke an attack, 
and whichever power prevails fo far as to 
vet in itfelt direétly or indireétly the power 
of the judiciary by rendering it dependent ; 
it is the precife definition of tyranny, and 
muft produce its effeéts. The Goths and 
Vandals deftroyed not orffy the government 
of Rome, but the city itfelf ; they were fava- 
ges, and felt the lofs of neither ; but if it be 
poflible there can be an intention, like the fon 
of Manoah, with his ftrength, without his god- 
linefs, to tumble the frabric into ruins, let it 
be remembered it will crufh in one undif- 
tinguifhed ruin, its perpetrators, with thofe 
whom they may call their political enemies. 

‘* 1 moft earnefliy entreat gentlemen to 


paufe and confider ; l apprehend the repeal of 


this a€t will be the hand writing on the wall, 

ftlamping Mene Tekel upon all we hold dear 

and valuable in our conftitution. Let not

‘* This conftitution is an invaluable inher- 
itance ?

FROM MR. MORRIS’S LAST SPEECH. 


‘¢ Is there a member of this houfe, who 
can lay his hand on his heart and fay that con- 
fiftently with the plain words of our confti- 
tution, we have a right to repeal this law ? I 
believe not. And if we undertake to con- 
{true this conftitution to our purpofes, and 
fay that public opinion is to be our judge, 
there is anend to all conflitutions. To what 
will not this dangerous do€trine lead ? Should 
ie to day be the popular with to deftroy the 
firft magiftrate, you can deftroy him. And 
fhould he to-morrow be able to conciliate to 
him the popular will, and lead them to wifh 
for your deftru€tion, it is eafily effected. A- 
dopt this principle, and the whim of the mo- 
ment will not only be the law, but the con- 
ftitution of our country. 

‘* The gentleman trom Virginia has men- 
tioned a great nation brought to the feet of 
one of her fervants. But why is fhe in that 
fituation ? Ts it not becaufe popular opinion 
was called onto decide every thing, until 
thofe, who wore bayonets, decided for all the 
reft. Our fituation is peculiar. At prefent 
or national compaét can prevent a {late from 
atling hoftilely towards the general interetft. 
But let this compaét be deftroyed and each 
{tate becomes inftantaneoufly vefted with ab- 
folute fovereignty.—Is there no inftance of 
a fimilar fituation to be found in hiftory ? 
Look at the flates of Greece. They were 
once im a condition not unlike to that in 
which we fhould then fland. ‘They treated 
the recommendations of their Amphittionic 
Council (which was more a meeting of am- 
baffadors than a legiflative aflembly) as we 
did the refolutions of the old Congrefs. Are 
we wile ? So were they.—Are we valiant ? 
They alfo were brave. Have we one com- 
mon language, and are we united under one 
head? Inthis alfo there is a ftrong refem- 
blance. But by their divifions, they be- 
came at firft viétims of the ambition of Phil- 
ip, and were at length fwallowed up in the 
Roman empire. Are weto form an excep- 
tion to the general principles of human na- 
ture, and to all the examples of hiftory ? And 
are the maxims of experience to become 
falfe, when-applied to our fate ? 

‘* Some indeed, flatter themfelves, that our 
deftiny will be like that of Rome. Such in- 
deed it might be if we had the fame wife, 
but vile, ariftocracy under whofe guidance 
they became the mafters of the world. But 
we have not that {trong ariftocratic arm, 
which can feize a wretched citizen, fcourged 
almoft to death by a remorfelefs creditor, | 
turn him intothe ranks, and bid himasa fol- | 
dier bear our Eagle in triumph round the |

globe. I hope to God we fhall never have 
fuch an’abominable infitution. But what, 
I afk, will be the fituation of thefe States ‘or- 
ganized as they now are) if by the diflolution

and {plit into faétions, fall underthe domina- 
tion of a forcign power, or elfe after the mife- 
ry and torment of civil war, become the fub- 
jeéts of an ufurping military defpot.

A report having been indufirioufly circulated, that 1 had 
omitted an official duty in not exacting bail from Pe 
ter B. Ten Broeck, Efq. late Sheriff of the County of 
Columbia, and that many perfons will be i: jured in 
their property by this omiflion, 1 beg you to infert the 
following ftatement inthe next Balance, to corre& the 
circulation of this falfchood :—— 

BY an act pafled the 24th February, 1798, the 
Sheriff of each of the Counties of this State is required 
to enter into bonds for the faithful performance of his 
cflice ; and in cafe of hs negie4ing to enter into fuch 
bond tor the fpace of twenty days alter notice of his ap- 
pointment, he fhall be deemed to have refufed the ac- 
ceprance of the oflice. By the fame act, it is required 
of the Secretary of State to tranfmit the commiflion of 
each perion appointed to the offie of Sheriff to the 
Clerk's office of the County for which he may be fo ap- 
pointed ; and upon receipt of fuch commiffion, it is made 
the duty of the Clerk co notify the party of his appoint- 
ment; to take the bond abovementioned, and to report 
the neglea of the officer to the perfon adminifteriag the 
Government. 

In January or February, 1799, Mr. Ten Broeck re- 
ceived his firft appointment and gave the bond required. 
It is underftood that he was re-appointed about one year 
afcer; but his commiffion nevet was received by the 
Clerk, his Deputy, or at his office, nor had either any 
offi-ial or other knowledge of itsexiflence; and of courfe 
wert not even authorized to require any bond of him.
